truth, and thieves "to steal no more f in 
building up Sabbath schools, Bible classes, 
Jfcc In the upseting of whisky and gam- 
bling hells, and instead building church 
houses, college", &c. In changing the curs- 
ing tongue to a tongue of praise, even if the 
tunes do seem a little "fast" to our prejudiced 
tastes. Co-operation iu the civilization of 
barbarous races, and in the dethronement of 
heathen idols, cannot pont-ibiy be wrong. 
Who dares assume that it is ? 

The Brethren cannot consistently co-operate 
with any sect in anything unset iptural, such 
as "teaching for doctrine the commandments 
of men,'' such as I ufant Baptism. &c. They 
cannot thus co operate in the elevation of hu- 
man cuHtoins to a par with divine precepts. 
We should cry agtii nst error wherever found ; 
but give men due credit for all the good they 
have uid do. "A enp of cold water" given 
with the proper motive is not to go unreward- 
ed, and affiliation in things worthy of reward 
is not wrong. The Brethren may therefore 
co-operate in all that elevates for the better, 
and in all that is worthy of merit at 
the hands of God. People who arc too exclu- 
sive and who are ready at wholesale denun- 
ciation of those who happen to differ with 
them, must necessarily be proud, bigoted and 
ignorant, or terribly dishonest. How many 
of my readers mum, if honest, attribute their 
first religious impressions to influences 
brought, to bear on them by instrumentalities 
of other sects, either through the mediumship 
ot, parents, ministers or otherwise. There is 
too much prejudice in the world, and it is 
terrible when our religious convictions get un- 
der its control, and judgment becomes darken- 
ed and we are ready to stand awe struck, and 
in holy(?) horror express disapprobation with 
S. S. conventions, prayer meetings and educa- 
ted and support ril ministry, benedictions, &c, 
Sec, and yet sweetly brethreutze men covetous 
to the core, and whose voices perhaps Be WW 
were heard in even returning thanks at the 
table, and who never talk to their children or 
any one else about "Jesus and his love." 

The writer was asked the question lately, 
why he could commune with the German 
Baptists and not with all other seels. The 
question seemingly was intended as a "atun- 
ner" ; but the answer was easy. The G. Ifn 
keep the ordinances as Paul delivered them 
(except in method — which by the way they 
might with great profit improve upon) and at 
least many of the other sects do not, and we 
don't propose knowingly toco-operate in any- 
thing which is not strictly gospel. We are 
ready to work with any denomination so far 
as they follow Christ, but not a bit farther. 
We reserve the right to oppose error, and are 
ourselves open for correction.
